ures are in some cases quite startling, 
compiled as they are by a responsible 
Segal body iroin the best statistics 
obtainable.

The flood of shortest duration oc- 


curred on Willow creek, Morrow coun- 
ty, Ore., Sunday evening. June 14, 
1903. 
It was the resuir. ot what is 


popularly called a cloud burst, a heavy 
•ain storm of short duration covering 


very small area and peculiar to arid 
egioas. The flood, that rose as ihe 
esult of the heavy downpour of rain 
asted less than an lour, but In thit 
hort space ot time one section 
Df 


•Teppner, a tn-n'n with a population yf 
bout 1,400,, was swept entirely awny, 


quarter million dollars' worth af 


Droperty was destroyed, and more 
han 200 people were drowned. The 
great loss of life was partly due to the 
peculiar construction of the houses 
n Heppner. Nearly all these houses 
were built on posts of wood or stone, 
rom which the flood lifted them and 
carried theni away to be dashed to 
ileces against trees and other oh- 
tructlons. 
The South Carolina flood occurred 


>n June 6, 1903, and continued for 
nearly S4 hours. In that time there 
was a rainfall of from 3^ to 5 inches 


ver an area of about 2,500 square 
miles on. the southern >slope of tlie 
Blue Ridge Saluda Mountains, Includ- 
ng parts of Cherikee, Spartanburg, 
and Pickens counties in South Car- 
>llna, 
and 
Rutherford, 
Polk 
and 


lenderson counties in North Carolina. 
This area Is drained by small tributa- 
ries of Broad river, known as the 


acolet. Tiger and Enoroe. The prin- 


cipal damage wrought by the flood 
was on the Pacelot, where numerous 
cotton mills were ruined and much 
railway property was destroyed. 


The Kansas flood occurred during 


the last week of May and the first, 
week of June. 
It affected a much 


arger area, than either the Heppner 
>r South Carolina flood and was due 
to a storm that lasted nearly a week. 


The Undte<l States Geological Sur- 


rey has fortunately six gaging stations 
n toe watershed of the Kansas ilver 
and has, therefore, a comprehensive 
record of thu surface fluctuations of 
the river and Its principal tributaries 
during the flood.

In other words. If there 


lad been a storage reservoir one acre 
in the area ana 1% feat in depth on 
each section ot the wnolc drainage 
area of the Kansas river, the water 


in the river on May 31 was 


sufficient to have more than filled all 
of them. 


The whole river bottom was flood- 


ed, crops were destroyed, stock was 
drowned, wooden buildings were lifted 
from' their 
foundations and 
brick 


houses crumbled and iell, railroads 
were undermined, and bridges were 
swept away. Traffic in. Eastern Kan- 
sas was almost entirely suspended 
for two weeks. The property loss in 
Kansas and Kansas City, Mo., is esti- 
mated to have been no less than 522,- 
000,000. 


Among tho subjects considered In 


this paper are tho effects of ground 
storage of cultivation, and of forests 
in reducing the magnitude of floods. 
The effect on streams of dams, of 
bridge piers and abutments is dis- 
cussed, also the danger of build'.ng 
out into streams, thus narrowing the 
waterway and increasing the magni- 
tude of floods. The relief afforde-d by 
straightening the channel is mention- 
ed and the use of levees is explained.

At the tune of the Columbian exposi- 


tion at Chicago the Japanese govern- 
ment had on exhibition there a fine col- 
lection of the nntive fru'ts of Japun 
and at the close of the exposition bent 
a large part of them In a handsome 
native made case to the agricultural 
depnrtttHMit in \Vaab!ngton. They are 
on exhibition there at this tlmo and 
have been of valuable assistance to 
students of the frnita of that country, i 


Those which are to bo sent by the j 


United Stales to Japan are to be made 
of wax and pointed to resemble U»o 
natural frntt, and so cJofcu is this re- 
semblance carried out that it is almost 
impossible to determine the real from 
tbo artificial article when botb are 
placed side by tilde. The Japanese 
work i« done in much the same fash- 
ion as that by the artisans of the de- 
partment iu Washington, and the col- 
lection bears striking testimony to the 
handiwork of theae artists of tho ori- 
ent 


In making the artificial fruits n mold 


is mad« in plaster of Paris. This le 
halved and white beeswax Introduced 
to 1111 part of the mold. The latter la 
then turned on Its ails until the wax 
coolK, when the mold is opened nud 
the hollow shell of. wai removed. It la 
then the exact shape of the fruit which 
was placed in the mold to get the de- 
sign. The artist then takes charge of 
the artificial fruit and paints It to an 
exact likeness of the original. This 
work Is the most remarkable of all the 
detailB of making the artificial fruit 
and ia done under the direction of Colo- 
nel Brackett, TV bo has charge of the 
division of pomology and who made 
the flrsL collection fur the centennial 
exposit.on at Philadelphia in 1ST6. 
Colonel Brnticeit has had great diffi- 
culty In getting capable artists to do 
thi» work at the salaries paid by the 
government, and iu this line is an in- 
teresting story of Paul de Loa^pra, the 
now world famous wat^r colorist. 


There are two artists and several ex- 


perts at work now on th* collection 
destined for Japan, and it "will be ready 
some time early In the fall and be sent 
to that country. In the collection are 
pears, tipples, peaches, quinces, pluns, 
oranges, melons and the like, the whole 
probably numbering when completed 
more than a hundred varietiw of our 
nntive fruita.
